Hero and the Blues, there's a quote that explores this no- 
win situation. “Essentially, questions about experimentation 
and the arts are also questions about the relevance of 
tradition. They're questions about the practical application 
of traditional elements to contemporary problem situa- 
tions. Hence. they are ako questions about change and 
continuity, Indeed, they are specifically concerned with 
the requirements for continuation, which is to say. endur- 
ance. which is also Lo say, survival. Implicitly. experimen- 
tation is also an action taken to ensure that nothing 
endures which is not workable. As such, far from being 
anti-traditional, as is often assumed. it actually serves che 
best interests of tradition.”
